These past couple of years could best 
be described as a transitional period for 
Adam Lukas. 

The singer/guitarist lost friend and musical 
foil Mark Frost to a 2011 suicide, abandoned 
one band name (Apteka) in favor of another 
(Pink Frost) and started pursuing a more 
polished, alt-rock sound that calls to mind 
early albums by fellow Chicagoans Smash- 
ing Pumpkins. Reached at home in Logan 
Square, Lukas, 36, talked about the decision 
to adopt the name Pink Frost, why ambition 
should never be viewed as a dirty word and 
the reason he’s not down with the sickness. 

The name Smashing Pumpkins justifiably 
comes up a lot when people write about 
the new album, “Sundowning.” Were those 
guys influential for you even Just being from 
Chicago? 


Yeah, for sure they are, and I don’t think 
it’s a bad comparison. We recorded at Steve 
Albini’s {Electrical Audio] on tape, and it’s 
really just capturing the sound of a band play- 
ing live. I don’t know if that’s done as much 
right now Everything seems garage-y and 
deliberately lo-fi, and I think this is kind of a 
hi-fi record. 


it’s like, “Why are you doing this?” We’ve 
spent a lot of time on {our music] and we’ve 
gotten good at our instruments. Some people 
put themselves in a box, like, “We’re going 
to sound like the Stooges playing circa 1976.” 
And that’s all they ever want to be. I think 
the whole point of this band is not to have 
boxes. We really want to go for it. 


Could you ever see yourselves 
as arena headliners? 

I think we’d do well in a big- 
ger sized {venue]. We’re kind 
of a loud band, and I think 
sometimes playing smaller 
places it can be overwhelm- 
ing...

Stephenie Park goes 
from Benin to Harvard to 
reality TV to Steppenwolf

In a new twist on an old adage, Stephenie 
Park’s motto might well be, “If at first you do 
succeed, try try again.” 

In 2003, the Chicago-area native and cur- 
rent Wicker Park resident moved to Benin, 
where she served with the Peace Corps to 
help farmers and groups of women in the 
West African country obtain microloans and 
to help with AIDS education. 

In 2005, she moved to Ghana, then took 
the LSATs and ended up at Harvard Law 
School. After two years working as an attor- 
ney in Chicago, she won a spot on NBC-TV’s 
‘America’s Next Great Restaurant,” where 
her concept for healthy fast-food lunches for 
urban professionals earned her a fourth-place 
finish. 

Sure, she didn’t win, but the experience 
gave her the courage to trade in her briefcase 
for acting classes. Now, the 32-year-old makes 
her debut on the Steppenwolf stage in the 
American premiere of “The Wheel,” by Brit- 
ish playwright Zinnie Harris, in which a 19th 
Century Spanish woman named Beatriz acci- 
dentally acquires guardianship of a young girl 
and journeys through war zones— and across 
time— to return the child to her father. But 
their journey takes an odd turn when the girl 
develops special powers. Ensemble member 
Tina Landau directs the production, which 
features a 17-member cast including Tony 
Award-winner and Steppenwolf ensemble 
member Joan Allen. We called Park to find 
out more about her experiences onstage, in 
front of the camera and out in the world. 

Her roles: I play two parts. One is Blandine; 
she’s a French woman with a boy. And the 
other is Thi, a Vietnamese woman in a village 
that Beatriz and the kid pass through. And all of 
us are playing various townspeople and musi- 
cians and all of the other things, too. 

What surprised her about “The Wheel”: 

The music, because when you read the script, 
it’s not something that most people would 
read into the play but the way Tina [Landau] 
has done it, she’s completely married the 
music to the story and I think that’s one of 
the cooler aspects. There is a band and they 



play everything-there’s gypsy music, there’s 
French music, there’s British folk songs. It really 
is genre-less. 

What it’s like to walk into Steppenwolf to 
go to work: It was intimidating stepping into 
a Steppenwolf show as a newcomer and as a 
fairly new actor. But Tina invented this method 
called Viewpoints and that was a really cool 
part of the process because it brought us to- 
gether. It’s about being aware of other people 
and being aware of the space. And I think doing 
those exercises helped us as a 17-person cast 
just to get used to each other and get comfort- 
able with each other really, really quickly. 

What she loves about working in theater: 

There’s such a community, because you spend 
day in and day out with people who really, re- 
ally want to be there-for months at a time. 

Her advice for reality show auditions: The

trick is to be yourself. People who try to push 
themselves into being a more exciting or con- 
troversial person than they really are-people 
can see through that. 

What most people don’t know about 
Harvard Law School: People were really so- 
cial [and] went out a lot. Harvard actually has 
a pretty liberal policy about attendance and 
grading. And everyone knows they’re going 
to get a job, so-for me, and a lot of the people 
that I know-the stress was not as present. 

Her favorite moment in Benin: This group 
of women lived in villages where basically the 
only way that they could make money was to 
walk over to the next village and sell them- 
selves. Their husbands would spend most of 
their days sitting under a mango tree drinking 
and playing dominoes. And this man [loosely 
affiliated with the Peace Corps] organized them 
so that they would sweep up the dirt and the

trash in the village and they ended up being 
able to sell this as fertilizer back to the farm- 
ers. They made so much money that their 
husbands came asking for a loan so that they 
could build a soccer club. And this woman got 
up and gave this great speech about how for 
the longest time, anything that they had was 
going towards sending their sons to school and 
making sure that their sons had a future. And 
she just stood up and she said, “I will send my 
daughters to school.”

Jake’s new path

TORONTO When director Denis Villeneuve 
first approached Jake Gyllenhaal to star as a 
detective in his new dramatic thriller, “Pris- 
oners,” the actor was skeptical. The movie 
contained plenty of genre elements— hei- 
nous crime, creepy suspect— that could have 
turned it into pulp cliche. And besides, Gyl- 
lenhaal, fresh off the LAPD street story “End 
of Watch,” had just played a cop. 

“The initial conscious response was. An- 
other drama where I played a member of a 
law enforcement? I don’t know,’ ” Gyllenhaal 
said. “But to me, this is a movie about the un- 
conscious.” 

Indeed, there is much going on beneath 
the surface of “Prisoners,” both with the de- 
tective and the man who plays him. 

The film, which opens Friday, is also the re- 
sult of another mental journey to a dark place 
for the actor, who has been submerging his 
consciousness in roles like this recently and 
in the process re-energizing his career. Eight 
years after he landed a supporting Oscar 
nomination for “Brokeback Mountain,” Gyl- 
lenhaal, at 32, looks to be making good on the 
promise he showed in that film and creating 
work to match his popularity 

Watching Gyllenhaal in 2010’s “Prince of 
Persia” was a little like seeing a really talented 
fencer try to lead a cavalry raid— he had the 
individual skills, but the stage and setting 
seemed all wrong. Ditto for the romantic 
dramedy “Love and Other Drugs,” where the 
confines and stakes were smaller but had a 
similarly one-dimensional arc. 

This has left him with a kind of restless 
questioning, a desire to do things grittier, 
more his own way 

He demonstrated the point with striking 
clarity recently when he opted out of a Dis- 



ney adaptation of the big-budget fairy tale 
musical “Into the Woods” to sign on to some- 
thing more moody— an indie thriller called 
“Nightcrawler” in which he’ll play a Los An- 
geles crime journalist. 

It’s not an accident that he’s taken on the 
wounded masculinity of movies such as “End 
of Watch” and “Prisoners” just as he’s taken 
up boxing and mixed martial arts. As with 
those endeavors, Gyllenhaal believes if he 
just picks his targets with enough foresight 
and engages in enough preparation, he can 
get to an optimal career place and land his 
punches.
